OP WAR. 

S. S. Heijoinaru, At "a certain place," 
July US. — We arc at anchor off a certain 
place; it is also a naval hase. This is 
why it is a certain place, instead of be- 
ing a group of islands whose name the 
censor would not like me to .tell you. 
We anchored here this morning, and do 
not know when we shall go. There are 
many transports here, fully a score wait- 
ing with our little Heijoinaru for the 
convoy which is to escort us to a certain 
place in Talienwau hay. The transport 
system of the .Japanese is without doubt 
admirable. The steamers come find go 
With a system that was well arranged: a 
system which gives Japan a great ad- 
vantage over her adversary. The long 
'Russian railway can never be expected 
to move men and munitions as well as 
these two hundred or more steamers 
that have been chartered by Japan. 

It is three days since we sailed from 
Shimonoseki. it was a bright summer 
afternoon, and as warm as was comfor- 
table. The Heijoinaru was bright with 
Hags, and, from her open hatch, where 
coolies were loading three-inch shells, 
came the sound of the neighing of 
horses. The bettos had loaded them 
during the morning. At four we sailed, 
left Moji with its smoke, its fringe of 
coal stacks along the bund, its junks 
and transports and its hospital ships, 
far behind. Shimonoseki, its temples 
and teahouses, stores and thatched 
bouses faded behind, and, at cvent'do 
we were in the Grukni Sea. 

The Genkni Sea! It was so peaceful 
and still when the Heijoinaru steamed 
through it. There was no suggestion 
there of the tragedy that occurred ill 
these waters through which we voyaged 
when, six weeks ago, the transports 
Hitachimaru and Sadoiuaru fell into the 
hands of three Russian cruisers one fog- 
gy morning in June. The tale of the 
tragedy is an oltl one; I need not retell 
it. 

Great is the power of suggestion. The 
captain had been re-telling the tale of 
the sinking of the transports, of the 
"hari-kari" and all the bloody details. 
He pointed out the scene, and all were 
much interested, when the correspond- 
ent from Paris sighted three smokes on 
the 'horizon. Now, every man on board 
knew that, before the Heijoinaru sailed 
from Shimonoseki the Russian cruisers 
'had been reported from .Mito on ibe 
shores of the Pacific. They could not be 
hero, but there was a rush for glasses 
nevertheless. 

You know iiow the artist paints the 
smoke of a warship. It is always rising 
perpendicularly. So were these smokes 
we saw. The hulls could not be. seen. 
They were below the horizon. When 
they came over the curve steaming to- 
ward us it was readily seen that each 
was a vessel with a wide beam and — 

They're transports. The man with 
the powerful glasses had made them 
out. But what else does one see on 
these seas but transports'.' There is al- 
ways one or more in sight. The trans- 
ports of Japan dot the Korean straits 
and the Yellow Sea. 

To the Japanese this Genkni through 
which we voyaged is sacred as the home 
of the manes of those who died. The 
gliosis live there. For years the villag- 
ers who live along the shores of the 
Straits of Shimonoseki haw believed 1 
the restless spirits of the lost Tuira 
clan, all of whom, men, women anil I 
children, were drowned, seven hundred | 
years ago, when the junks of the jVl'na- 
lnotO annihilated their tleet, have haunt- 
ed the straits through which wo had, 
entered the Genkni Sea. The main s of j 
the dead Wire said to Hit about the; 
sea, to lure fishermen's craft to destruc- 
tion with false lights. Some of the vil- 
lagers have told of hearing the sounds | 
of battle above the noise of the storm I 
when gales rage, llut since the temple 
of Amidiji has been builded at Shimono- 
seki, and graves have been made in 
the temple yards w here priests perform 
services to intercede for the repose of 
these spirits, the manes of the losl Tni- 
ras have been still. .Mayhap, a temple 
will lie built some clay anil priests will 
pray there for tile spirits of tbise sol- 
diers lust when the Uitachiniui'U w:is 
sunk. Already the more superstitious 
of tlie iisherineii whose little erufl go 
from the villages on the straits of Shim- 
onoseki ami tlurv'ihouls into the Gon- 
kai Sea are telling tales of how I lie 
shades of the soldiers walk the water-. 

Thus is folk-lore made. 

There were transports and transports 

in these waters and, after din ■. when 

the sun set in a veritable sea of red, we 
saw the steamers with their names in 
great: scrawling ideographs, until dark- 
ness hid them. Next day there were 
more transports. They dotted the sea 
all the way across the Korean strait. 
It is evident that the transport service 
of Japan is doing 

it with the same thoroughness and sys- 
tem which marks all the arrangements 
for this war. 

This coast of Korea along which wo 
steamed nil day yesterday, is a very 
rocky one. There are thousands of 
islands fringing the coast, mostly rocky 
and sheer, like so many mountains 
thrown into the sea. A small portion 
are inhabited, mostly by clans of fish- 
ermen, though, on some of the larger 
islam" 



bOcauso we are close to the Liuotiing 
peninsula and will land there ere long. 

Two days later. Wo are still at anchor 
nt this certain place. We would hav 
been away this morning, but, as thu 
anchor was -.about to he weighed, fog 
threw its niunlle about this certain plaeu 
and a score of transports and the gun 
boat Haiyeii, which was to escort them, 
let full their anchors again. But we 
are to go, sans fog, and D. V., tomorrow 
at daylight. Even now the sailors are 
rigging the tackle to land our horses and 
baggage. 

These have been days of anxious wait 
ing; yet they 'have been spent most 
ridiculously, "imagine men who have 
written many successful books and noted 
correspondents sitting about a toy rou- 
lette wheel bought in n Shimonoseki ba- 
zaar, shouting "The red pony wins!" 
How quickly one harks hack to child- 
hood on a steamer where there is time 
to slay ! 

Yesterday afternoon we hud our first 
sight of Togo's fleet— afar off. Off ou 
the horizon at this certain place wo saw 
them, several battleships, many cruisers 
and gunboats, destroyers and torpedo 
boats. They could be made out, though 
vaguely, with the glasses. Then tho 
mist covered them. A murrain on the 
mist ! When it clears we will proceed. 

Ha ! It is clearing now, and the cap- 
tain says we shall proceed at daylight. 
Tomorrow we shall land at— at a certain 
place. Of this landing I will write 
a non.

Dr. Mc- 
Guignii, mayor of Vancouver, welcomed 
tho visitors, after which a resolution was 
passed that tho provincial authorities 
lie urged to take more stringent precau- 
tions to iirevent the infection of healthy 
people of tuberculosis by coming in con- 
tact with patients suffering from this 
disease. Dr. Pagan, of the provin- 
cial health department, Victoria, ex- 
pressed hearty approval of this resolu- 
tion. Dr. Pagan read a paper on patent 
medicines, which contained many state- 
ments .sensational in their character. A 
resolution was passed appointing a com- 
mittee to draw up a resolution dealing 
with the sale and regulating of patent 
medicines. Tonight a conversazione was 
held nt the Hotel Vancouver.

Seeing the necessity of placiug 
the motherland in an independent po- 
sition of foreign countries regarding her 
food supplies, and the desirability of re- 
taining England's surplus population 
within the Empire, he wants to secure 
an immense grant of land in the North- 
west, where, it is hoped, to grow cereals 
for consumption in Great Britain, and 
which will be beyond stock speculations. 
■His plan also provides for free passage 
for parties signing for live years to sot- 
tie on these lands. All machinery, stores, 
etc., will be provided for. Mr. Russell 
expects to obtain financial aid ffoui both 
the home and Canadian governments.

Most Serious News From Port 
Arthur Would Not Cause 
Surprise. 



Jn Spite of Czarevitch's Christen- 
ing City Is Dimmed and 
Silent. 



St. Petersburg, Aug. 24.— (3 a. m.)— 
[With all Russia banging breathlessly on 
■the fate ol Port Arthur oven such u 
national event as the christening of the 
Czarevitch is robbed of much of the 
prominence which would otherwise bo 
accorded it, and St. Petersburg is 
dimmed in silence with no sign of ac- 
tivity. Although tlie fairy-like grounds 
of Peterhof are gay with Hags and >i< c- 
oratiou in readiness for tomorrow's cele- 
bration and though the great palace is 
tilled witli distinguished guests, the 
scene resembled a great international 
conference rather than a gathering of 
.merry makers. 

The capital tonight is tilled with sin- 
ister rumors of Port Arthur's desperate 
straits. The superstitious are predicting 
the fall of the fortress on the day of liiu 
baptism of the Czarevitch, but this is 
teasily traceable to the tact that several 
big Russian reverses 'have occurred OU 
Russian fete days. 

I t is reported that a message was re- 
ceived from Lieut. -Uviierul Stoessel to- 
night which was sent from Port Arthur 
on the night of August 2'Jnd by way 
of CItefog, saying that a desperate as- 
sault by the Japanese hud been in prog- 
ress during the previous forty-eight 
iiours. 

; No continuation of this report can be 
iiad. 

I "While the general staff does not con- 
ceal its anxiety the best military au- 
thorities have not abandoned the hope 
that General Stoessel will be able to 
Jiold out. 

This view is somewhat borne out by 
/an unofficial despatch from Liaoyang,

sages the renewal of military activity,

•tlio most serious news from the front 
would not be received with great sur- 
prise.

JAP PLANS DISARRANGED. 

Berlin, Aug. 24.— In a despatch from 
Liaoyang under date of August, 23>-il 
t'he correspondent of the "Loknl An- 
zeiger" says: "The indications are that 
the initiative is about to puss to the 
Russians. The Japanese plan of cam- 
paign including the attack upon Liao- 
yang has apparently been deranged by 
the unexpectedly stubborn resistance at 
Ton Arthur, General Kuroki has with- 
drawn to the north of Tait/.e river and 
only outposts are near the river. Japa- 
nese 1 roups under cneral llkashima are 
reported to be in the Liaoyang valley, 
it is rumored that the .Mikado has re- 
called General Ngi and ordered Field 
Marshal Yamayuta, chief of the gen- 
eral staff at Tokio, to assume command 
of the beseigers at Port Arthur. 
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our own port will receive its full share 
of the benefits to be derived therefrom, 
and hope that when the proper time 
arrives those interested in the erection 
of a public wharf will receive the sup- 
port of the government. We would draw 
your attention to the rapidly growing 
importance of this city as a shipping 
port, the tonnage and export of which 
for the past twelve months amounted to 
942 vessels aggregating a tonnage of 
231,945 tons. We would also urge upon 
you the absolute need that the harbor 
master should be a resident of the place. 
The present otllcer being a non-resident 
and by his occupation quite unable to 
know the necessities and needs of tho 
harbor and cannot properly attend to tho 
wants of shipmasters, or otherwise at- 
tend to the duties of the olfice. Wo 
would further draw your attention to 
the rapid growth of this community, 
for though but three years old, tho popu- 
lation amounts to between 4,000 and 
5,000 persons, and we would, therefore, 
lay before you the need of permanent 
government buildings, the present ac- 
commodation being utterly inadequate 
for their purposes and having been from 
time to time moved from place to place. 

"We desire to express to you our 
hearty appreciation of your visit in order 
to ascertain the needs of the people by 
personal contact nnd observation, and 
we trust that your visit to this province 
will be pleasant to yourself and profit- 
able to the province and Dominion.

A despatch from Republic, Wash., to 
the Spokane Spokesiunu-Rieviow suys:. 
Weston & Grahuin, a blacksmithing I 
linn of this town, claim to have de- 
veloped it process for tempering steel 
likely to surpass anything of tho kind 
ever before brought to light. A patent 
has beeu applied for. Harvey W. 
Graham, the junior member of the 
firm, began working on the process live 
or six years ago, and has continued a 
series of experiments and tests on iron 
and steel, and the firm has patiently 
worked and expended their earnings 
from their business on the matter until 
it has been brought to such alleged per- 
fection that it bids fair to become a 
basis for a large fortune and perhaps 
revolutionize the iron and steel working 
industries. 

The process consists of the use of cer- 
tain chemicals in Water or oil in the 
tempering vessel, but what those chemi- 
cals are is the firm's secret. It is 
claimed that by their use any kind of a 
tool from a blunt hammer head to a 
keen edged razor can b'e tempered lo u 
perfection never before realized. . In the 
correspondent's presence Mr. Graham, 
with an axe tempered by this new pro- 
cess, cut several big gashes in a cold 
bar of steel without dulling the edge. 
Such a blow as was dealt nt the bar 
with any other kind of tempering would 
have broken a big gap in the blade of 
thV axe, if it did no; destroy it for all 
further use. 

Willi an axe tempered by this process, 
a cold bar of iron or steel may be cut 
into chunks almost as easily 'as if it 
were of Wood, and with a stout knife 
blade a bar of sttel may be whittled 
into shavings. A heavy blow dealt a 
chunk of wood into which a number of 
nails had been driven, split it in two 
and cut through the nails without tak- 
ing the edge off the blade. Other se- 
vere firsts have demonstrated a perfec- 
tion of tempering that, had not even 
been anticipated. 

Mr. Graham says he thinks the pro- 
cess is as perfect as it ever can be. The 
firm is kept busy making razors and 
tempering them for local customers, 
and can not meet the demand with their 
present facilities. T. S. Williams of 
the Bon Ton barber ship has one of the 
razors, which he would not part with, 
and George Umhach, a burlier of twen- 
ty years' -practice, has three, which In; 
has been using for three months. He 
saiil today: 

"I have set aside my old case of tools 
and now use only these razors, and I 
can say that I never before had a blade 
that would hold an edge as long as these 
will." 

Mr. Graham lias perfected his process 
of tempering by the exercise of thought, 
time and patience, using in numberless 
tests the different chemicals in his for- 
mula in various quantities suggested by 
the results obtained from day to day, 
until the broken edge of a steel drill 
which had been used in a mine was* 
pared down with a knife to an edg*e 
keen enough to he used again without 
resorting to the forge.

FIRE IN LAUNDRY. 

Sudden Blaze Badly Damages the Yates 
Street Concern. 

About 1:30 this morning an alarm of 
lire wus rung in from the corner of 
Yates and Blunchard streets, imdetho 
apparatus, promptly responding, found 
a lively blaze in tho Victoria Steam 
Laundry, situated on Yates street just 
east of the A. O. U. W. hall. The fire 
had evidently caught in the roof at tho 
rear of the building, and by the time 
the engines arrived, the Haines were 
breaking out in great shape.

er: "You shall do this or you shall do 
that; or you shall be blamed if you <to 
not do it" (cheers). And in the second 
place they know that 1 would be the 
last man to propose to stereotype their 
progress. They will bo great nations in 
the future. Small nations now, DUt in 
imagination cannot yon see -what thei' 
are certain to become? It is possible 
that in the life of children now living 
the population of these self-governing 
colonies may be greater tbnn the popu- 
lation of the Mother Country. Think 
Jiot only of the present and ourselvs, 
but think of the future when these 
great states have become great nations 
— whether it. is to be that you hay* 
traveled with them and they with you, 
or whether they are to be separately es- 
tablished, separately considered, and 
with separate interests. 

Then it has been alleged as a justifi- 
cation for the Canadian House of Com- 
mons refusing to pass a resolution en- 
dorsing Mr. Chamberlain's views, that 
■Mr. Chamberlain himself did not know 
what he proposed— in other words, the 
question of imperial preferential tariffs 
was still in the clouds, that it had not 
been reduced to deflniteness or eoncrete- 
ness, and, therefore, useless to discuss it 
or uphold it. Whatever may have been 
said about the propositions laid down by 
Mr. Chamberlain in his speeches, there 
is certainly no lack of detiniteness about 
the recommendations of the commission 
(appointed as n result, of his agitation) 
contained in their report, the summary of 
which lias been published in the Colon- 
ist. It is clean-cut and practical from 
end to eud, and in that respect may be 
regarded as a model finding. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Mr. Chamberlain, at the 
outset, took the position that it was not 
his place in the stage to which the con- 
troversy bad reached, to formulaic defi- 
nite plans. That was properly relegated 
to a later stage and to men who had 
practical knowledge of every phase of 
commercial and industrial business. He 
confined himself to an examination of 
conditions as they existed, and in his 
masterly exposition of the subject he 
demonstrated the necessity of a reorgani- 
zation of Britain's fiscal policy in order 
to save the Empire from Industrial decay 
in the face of new conditions and new 
commercial dangers. lie has been the 
apostle "i' the doctrine of regeneration 
of our fiscal system; anil not its finance 
minister.

Fort Vancouver, W. T., 

Aug. (I, 1830. 
Sir — I have the honor to Inform you of 
the receipt of an ofllelal copy of a protest 
made by von to the occupation of San 
Juan Island In i'uget Sound, by a company 
of Doited States troops under my com- 
mand. 

This aforesaid copy was furnished by 
dipt. Hornby of 11. M, ship Tribune, to 
the United State officer In command at 
Sau Juan Island, Capt. George 1'lekett of 
the flth Infantry of the American army, 
together with a communication threatening 
a joint occupation of the San Juan Island 
by the forces of Her Majesty's ships Tri- 
bune, Plumper' and Satellite, now In the 
ht'l'bor of that island by your orders. 

As the military commander of the depart- 
ment of Oregon, assigned to that command 
by the orders of the president of the Unit- 
ed States, I have the honor to state for 
your Information that by such authority 
invested in me, I placed a military com- 
mand upon the island of Sail Juan to pro- 
tect tin? American citizens residing on 
that island from tin- insults anil Indignities 
which the British authorities of Vancouver 
Island, ami the establishment of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company have recently offered 
them, by Bending British ships of war 
fri in Vancouver Island, to convey the 
<•' icr factor of the Hudson's Bay Company 
iC San Juan, for the purpose of seizing an 
American citizen and forcibly transporting 
him to Vancouver Island to be tried by 
British law. 

I have reported this attempted outrage 
to my government, and they will doubtless 
seek the proper redress from the British 
government. In the meantime I have the 
honor to Inform Your Excellency, I shall 
not permit a repetition of the insult, and 
shall retain a command on San Juan Island 
lo protect Its citizens in (he name of the 
United States, until I receive further or- 
ders from my government. 

I have the honor to bo— very respectfully 
Your obedient servant.

•PREFERENTIAL TRADE IN ENG- 
LAND. 

A strong effort has been made to mis- 
represent the object of the Chamberlain 
propaganda in Canada. In Quebec par- 
ticularly Mr. Bourassa heads a faction 
that does not want closer union with 
the Empire, and here and there all 
through Canada are men who flout the 
idea as visionary and impracticable. 
'Even in the farming community, which 
no one can doubt will be greatly bene- 
fited by a preference in the British mar- 
ket to farm products over foreign com- 
petition, is more or less indifferent to 
tlie advantages to be obtained. These 
are not sufficiently understood. Indus- 
trial Canada in dealing with the subject 
remarks that: 

"Sir Wilfrid Lauder on one of h'i 
■visits to England bad publicly stated 
that Canadians <lid not desire a prefer- 
ence in the British market and advised 
the British people not to make such o 
departure from their free trade policy. 
Several resolutions in favor of mutual 
preferential trade were introduced in 
the Canadian House of Commons, but 
every Liberal member voted against 
them and they were defeated by large. 
majorities." 

Efforts, too, have been made to mis- 
represent the jxTsition of Mr. Chamber- 
lain on the subject of Canadian indus- 
trial interests. The fact that he is sup- 
ported by so strongly a protective or- 
ganization as the Canadian Manufac- 
turers' Association is fairly good 
proof that no danger may be feared on 
the score of British competition or the 
restriction of Canadian industrial ener- 
gies under the -new arrangement pro- 
posed. Mr, George E. Drummond, who 
recently returned from Great Brita'u, 
Where he was in close conference with 
Mr. Chamberlain and other leaders of 
the movement, stated at a banquet giv- 
en tu him at Montreal, as follows: 

Mr. Chamberlain, in speaking to no- 
on the subject, repudiated strongly the 
statement which has been made that he 
expects Canada, under a preferential 
arrangement, to sacrifice, or in tnti 
slightest degree to hinder or curtail, the 
fullest possible development oi the in- 
dustrial enterprises that we have al- 
ready established, or may hereafter es- 
tablish. .Mr. Chamberlain's views are 
quite in accord With those held by the 
members of the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers' Association. We believe that an 
effective, well considered mutual ar- 
rangement may be arrived at by which 
local interests in the United Kingdom 
and the colonies can be fully and equit- 
ably safeguarded and kept prosperous, 
jef at the same time a very large trade 
that now goes to foreign and commer- 
cially antagonistic capital and labor 
can be diverted lo our own people with- 
in the Empire. 

And if anything more were needed we 
have the speech of Mr. Chamberlain ;it 
Tyncmouth, in which he said: 

There has been a misapprehension as 
to something 1 said at Glasgow and 1 
want to make this clear, and I ask I lie 
great agencies of the press to convey 
my views lo the colonies. I want what 
1 say now to go to the colonies, i have 
just- seen a manifesto issued by the 
National Liberal Federation, and signed 
by Mr. Augustine Birrell, whose fa- 
cetiousness in other walks of life has 
given us all so much amusement. Bm 
in this political muniftsto be says that 
my proposal is that the colonies are to 
e "ter into u self-denying ordinance 
never at any time ami in any circum- 
stances to extend the number of their 
manufacturers, or to conquer new fields 
of commerce in competition with Great 
Now. faeetiousuesH is nil very

well, but it goes too far when it gives 
effect to such a gross misrepresentation 
as that, or course tie bbjecl is perfect- 
ly clear. It is to induce th" colonies to 
believe that I am Mind to their milui-al 
conditions, lo their own necessities, and 
that I ant prepared to stop their prog- 
ress. close it down nbsohtt Iv mid arbi- 
trarily, in order to sec-dle certain advan- 
tages for this country.

Some of the Liberal organs of this 
Province have had a good deal to say 
of late abou* the McBride Government 
spending money in repairing roads and 
bridges in the constituency of Lillooet 
previous to the late election.

■attempt to debauch the honest elector- 
ate of that constituency. Liberal news- 
papers are strong in denouncing that 
sort of thing when it is done by a Con- 
servative government. Then these papers 
strike a high note, they assume a very 
lofty tone, they want politics elevated, 
public life purified and the standard 
of public sentiment raised. But it is 
amusing to see how calmly and philo- 
sophically they can see expenditures 
made, no matter how extraordinary and 
extravagant, by a Liberal government on 
the eve of an election. There is no out- 
cry about corrupting and debauching the 
electorate then. As an instance of this 
we give below the amounts voted at 
the late session of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment for the county of Cumberland, 
Nova Scotia, to be spect during the 
coining year. Cumberland, it will be re- 
membered, is Sir Charles Tupper's old 
constituency. It is strongly Conserva- 
tive under ordinary conditions,' but it 
went Liberal in 1S9C by a fluke, on the 
Manitoba school question, when Mr. Lo- 
gan, the present member, was elected, 
and he succeeded in holding the seat in 
the election of 1901, As the county 
seemed likely to return to its first love 
in the coming Dominion election, u 
strong Conservative candidate having 
been selected, the following was voted 
to help Miv Logan hold the county : • 

¥10,000 for railway improvements at 
Amherst station. 

$0,000 for railway siding from Fort 
Lawrence to Amherst Pier. 

$3,000 for subsidy for steamer Kilkeil 
to run to said pier. 

$1,000 for Frederick Baton, who was 
severely injured in the explosion in the 
Springhill post office. 

$3,000 for wharf at Amherst Point. 

•V«j,UOO lor Apple Itiver wharf. 

$3,000 for improvements at the Jog- 
gins wharf. 

$3,000 for Malagash wharf. 

$4,000 for addition to Parrsboro pier. 

$4,000 lor improvements for Wallace 
harbor. 

IfLllOO for Advocate barber and ex- 
tensions to wharf. 

S.'l.oo'U for further improvement upon 
the Springhill public buildings. 

$12,000 for breakwater at' Port <Jre- 
ville. 

Provisions have also been made for 
M-:. in statin for p -ling i.Mt. tonal 
railway facilities at I hat point. 

Tie.' above amounts are in addition to 
the amounts voted in the May estimates, 
which were as follows : 

$10,000 lor Amherst pier. 

$15,000 for improvements at Amherst 
stat ion. 

SI, MOD for improvements at Went- 
worth. 

$2,000, Oxford Junction, for additional 
railway sidings. 

$4,500 for railway improvements at 
Salt Springs. 

$5,000 for improvements to railway 
accommodation at Snringhill Junction. 

This foots up something over $100,000. 
The Intercolonial railway runs through 
this constituency and nearly every sta- 
tion along the line in that county is 
to have from $5,000 to $15,000 spent in 
improving its railway station or grounds, 
while every little village on the shores 

of .Mr. Logan's constituency is to get 
from $3,000 to $12.(100 for building a 
pier or improving its wharf accommo- 
dations. It seems strange that all these 
improvements should be so urgently 
needed at once, where the neighboring 
county of Colchester, represented by Mr. 
Gourley, a Conservative, should need 
and gel so little. 

Cumberland county has a population 
of 30,000, ami it lias about 5.000 voters, 
so it will be seen that the $100,0110 will 
average up about $20 for every elector. 
That, it is thought in Government cir- 
cles, ought to make tin- seat compara- 
tively safe for .Mr. Logan. But what a 
furore the Liberal 1 papers Of this Prov- 
ince would set up if anything so daring- 
ly and unblushingjy corrupt were at- 
tempted by the McBride Government on 
I the eve of an election.

OF MARCUS SfylSTH 



MEETING OP LADIES' 
OF THE MACCABEES 



Pioneer Engineer on C. P. R. iMrs. Spofford Explains Some 



Construction Passed Away 
at Ripe Age. 



By a strange omission none of the 
Ottawa correspondents nor the Associat- 
ed Press telegraphed the news to the 
coast of the death at Ottawa on August 
14th of one of the foremost figures in 
■Canadian history— Marcus Smith, (J. E. 
Deceased was in his 84th year. Hon. 
J. S. Helmeken received a letter from 
the federal capital yesterday evening 
■conveying the tidings. 

Marcus Smith, a distinguished civil 
.engineer, was more popularly known as 
one of the chief actors in the great 
j>hui of* the construction of the Canad- 
ian Pacific railway, Horn in Berwick- 
■on-Tweed, Eng., July 10th, 1S15, lie 
-spent the first years of his business 
■career in England and the United States. 
Removing to Canada in 1850, be wus 
■engaged on the Great Western railway, 
chiefly on the Sarnia branch. Returning 
to England, he was not long afterwards 
appointed chief engineer to construct a 
short suburban railway from Capo Town 
.to Wynberg. Called again to Canada 
in 18(18, he was appointed on the staff 
of the chief engineer, Mr. (now Sir) 
Sand lord Fleming, on the construction 
rot the Intercolonial railway. In 1872 ho 
wiui despatched to take charge of the 
C.JP. It. surveys in British Columbia, 
.and afterwards took charge until com- 
pletion of the division from Port Moody 
to Emory's bar. In 1880 his connection 
=With the'C. V. li. ceased, and from that 
time up to 1S!>- he was consulting engi- 
neer in the public service.

The regular review of Victoria Hive, 
Ladies ot the Maccabees, held last even- 
ing, was of Special interest to the mem- 
bers. Following the business, which in- 
cluded a report of arrangements for the 
Maccabce Itest Tent at the coming ex- 
hibition, Deputy .Mrs. Spofford gave a 
report of the fifth review of the Su- 
preme Hive, held in Detroit, July 19th 
to 22nd. The enthusiasm of the delega- 
tions, the attention bestowed upon every 
detail of arrangements, with the ut- 
most harmony prevailing throughout all 
its sessions, combined to make this one 
of the most pleasant and notable gather- 
ings of the Supreme Hive. 

The personnel of this convention was 
spoken of as second to no gathering of 
women held in America, the public re- 
ception being one of the finest ever 
given in the city of Detroit. The gov- 
ernor of the state, the mayor of Detroit 
and many notable persons stood with 
the Supreme Hive officers in the re- 
ceiving lino. 

Various forms of entertainment were 
arranged for the pleasure of the dele- 
gates, but interest centred iu the busi- 
ness of the convention, as a number of 
changes in the laws governing the order 
were about to be made all of which tend- 
ed toward greater security for the mem- 
bership and to placing it where it must 
coirimnnd the highest admiration of all.

work of so popular an order cannot but 
be ensured. 

Much interest was manifested by tie 
members of Victoria Hive in the work 
of this convention, who realize flint 
they have every reason to feel gratified 
With its results'.

In terest is Taken 
Theiein. 



Yesterday morning R. M. fs. Empress 
of China arrived from China and Japan 
with a light cargo of general freigu't 
consigned mainly to Vancouver, and 
with ,75 saloon, 31 second cabin, 2U0 
steerage, 11 Japanese and one Korean 
as passengers. The Empress met with 
fair weather nearly all the way across 
and made schedule time. 

News of the war she had lioiK", not 
one of the passengers spoken to seem- 
ing to know or care the two proverbial 
pins about the war alleged by the news- 
papers to he now raging in the Orient. 
Interest in the affair senilis to have sim- 
mered down to n languid euquiry as to 
bow many thousand were killed in the 
last light. Strong doubts are expressed 
as to the ability of the Japanese to take 
Fort Arthur so soon as they seem to 
think, one or two passengers even going 
so far as to say that the place might 
hold out for months yet. 

No representatives of the newspapers 
■which have indulged in tho expensive 
amusement Of having a special gentle- 
man of leisure to piny billiards and 
drink Japanese champagne for them in 
Tokio, were aboard the China. It really 
seems to he a fact, . however, that the 
correspondents have at last got out of 
the place, and are somewhere nearer the 
"front" they longed so much to see. Pas- 
sengers doubted if that would do them 
much good in the way of getting news, 
as the field censorship is even more 
strict than that at the capital. \

ter Kay and Lady Lister Kaye, on 
tie::- way home frotu a tour of the Ori- 
ental countries. The Vicomte do Fonte- 
nny was another of the titled person- 
ages on board.

ON NEW ROUTE. 

Possibility of raciftc Coast Company 
Having Opposition to Sun Francisco. 

The steamships piympla and Victoria, 
owned and operated In the Nome traffic 
by the Northwestern Steamship Company, 
may lie placed on the Sua Francisco-Seattle 
run in the winter months, and when 
Retiring sea ports are Inaccessible owing 
lo the Ice pack from the Arctic ocean, 
88 vs the Seattle Times. 

It has been runic-fed in snipping circles 
for the last week that the two vessels 
would he operated between San Francisco 
and this port at the close of the Nome 
season, hut as yet no dellnlte announce- 
ment ''ecu made by the officers of the 
company. .1. D. Trenholme, secretary of 
the company, said this morning th.it the 
steamships oivmpla and Victoria would 
not he idle this winter. Whether thoy will 
run to the California metropolis he would 
not say definitely at this time. 

The steamship Victoria has accommo- 
dations for more than LiOO llrst-class pas- 
sengers. Tin: vessel was formerly oper- 
ated to tin- Orient: by the Northern PacIQc 
Itallway Company, and Is one of the larg- 
est passenger boats now running on the 

North Pacific ocean. Should it. he ran to 
San Francisco there Is no doubt but what, 
the Victoria would get a good Hharo of 
th" patronage. 

Officers of the company say that the 
Victoria would make almost the snme 
time as the passenger trains. It the ves- 
sel Is ids 1 on the rim no stop would he 

made at Victoria either going or coming, 
and In that way several hours would he 
saved each trip. The Olympla has accom- 
modations for about twenly-tlvc llrst-class 
passengers. As a freight carrier no ves- 
sel on tlie Pacific Is better adapted, steam- 
ship men assert. Its steerage accommoda- 
tions are among the licst on the (.'oast. 

That there Is opening for additional 
boats on the California route Is evidenced 
by the fact that the Michigan Steamship 
Company has recently decided to "end the 
steamers Mackinaw, I.cclauaw and other 
hunts iu its licet to I'uget Sound. The 

Mackinaw is now carrying passengers ami 
freight at reduced rntes between Seattle, 
San Francisco, Portland and San Dlcgo. 

The steamships Tacomn, Victoria and 
Olympla were purchased by tlie North- 
western Commercial Company about four 

months ago from the Northern Pacific. 
After tlie vessels' had been acquired tho 
Northwestern Steamship Company was or- 
ganized. This summer the three vessels 
have been engaged In the Nome business. 
Tho Tneoinn sails early next, month for 
Nome. Teller, York and the trading posts 
of the Northeastern Siberian Company 
along the coast of Siberia. Tho steamship 
Victoria Is expected In port about August 
2d from Nome mid Siberia. The steam- 
ship Olympla sails for Nome direct Sep- 
teinper :.'. 

Since die three vessels were purchased 
by the company there has boon consider- 
able speculation In steamship circles as 
to what would be done with the big boats 
In tlie winter months. It was not believed 
that the officers of the company would tie 
the vessels up, and the report that they 
are to Miter tlie San Francisco freight and 
passenger traffic will come as a surprise 
to many shippers.

The freight Is 
billed as far as While Horse, anil from 
that point the shipper takes tho responsi- 
bility. Last season shipments were receiv- 
ed ns late as August SO, and as a resn't 
there were more than 1,700 Ions of freight 
plied in tlie warehouses lit White Horse at 
llic close of navigation. The freight was 
moved to Dawson at the opening of Hie 
present season, and prospects now arc that 
there will lie no freight congestion this 
year. 

Fearing that the river may fall at any 
time, tin- officers of the white Pass com- 
pany have declined to take freight ou 
through bills of laillng two weeks earlier 
this season than hist. While Hie water Is 
yet unusually high In tlie Yukon river, 
there is no telling .-it what date it may fall, 
rendering navigation almost Impossible. 
Last season the company received freight 
as late as August 31 for through shipment 
to Dawson. 

The majority of tlie merchants of Daw- 
son and Atl 111 send out for their winter 
supplies in the spring, and the goods are 
delivered in the summer months at re- 
duced rates. Merchants receiving freight 
shipments from now on will lie compelled I 
to meet a 20 per cent, raise in rates. Tho j 
\ cilumo of freight moved to Skagway by 
th.e local steamers was not as great, this 
.>car as hist. Tlie boats all continue to 
take heavy cargoes, the majority of which 
are hilled to the Tannna. 

The White l'ass & Yukon Itallway and 
the British Yukon Navigation Company I 
have a large force of men at work load- ' 
lug and unloading cars, and It Is the gen- 
eral belief that every pound of Interior 
freight will rench its destination before 
tlie open seusou closes.

Collapse of An Interesting! At- 
tempt to Hold Up the Winiii 
peg Free Press.

A case of special Interest, to all news- 
pnper publishers and, In a lessor 1 extent, to 
the public generally, has just been tried 
at Winnipeg. The Free Press thus ex- 
plains the action and the judges' de- 
cision: 

Judge Myers gave judgment this morn- 
ing in tin- case of Kay vs. the Free Press, 
dismissing the action with costs against 
the plaintiff. 

In this case the plaintiff Bought to re- 
cover so.-,o from tlie Free Press, being tlie 
penally imposed under section 107 of the 
Criminal Code of Canada upon a news- 
paper permitting the publication of aa 
advertisement offering a reward for 
stolen property and announcing tli.it no 
questions will be asked. 

Such an advertisement having appeared 
Inadvertently in tlie Free Press, the plain- 
tiff took action to recover the amount. The 
case was argued before Judge Myers on 
Monday, Mr. G. S. Potts appearing' for 
the plaintiff, while Mr. T. G. Mathers rep- 
resented the defendant company. 
THE JUDGMENT. 

In giving judgment Judge Myers said: 

"In my opinion the provisions of the 
section under which the plaintiff makes 
Ids claim should have the true meaning 
and construction placed thereon according 
to the spirit and object of the legislation, 
'flic plaintiff here assumes the role of a 
public prosecutor or common informer and 
the onus Is upon him to make it abundant- 
ly clear that he is likely lo succeed. 

"Tlie object of this statutory provision Is 
undoubtedly to punish any one who may 
be found guilty of conniving at theft or 
cloaking over or concealing theft, or com- 
pounding a I heft or crime. Now, It Is clear 
rrom tho wording of the section as well 
as from the plain object Mid Ulteutlo.il of 
the act, that the advertisement complain- 
ed *of must refer to property that has ac- 
tually been stolen or lost. 

"The onus is therefore upon tlie plain- 
tiff Iu this case to prove thai tit • defend- 
ant printed or published an advertisement 
publicly advertising a reward for the re- 
turn of any property which has been sto- 
len or lost,' and In such advertisement uses 
any words purporting thut no questions 
•will he asked. 

"In my opinion he has failed to fulfil 
. this requirement, and, consequently, caii- 
! Kit • succeed 111 tills action. 

•'In this instance it may lie Unit the prop- 
erty advertised for was neither stolen or 
lost. It bay be that the advertisement 
was Inserted by or on Behalf ot fids plain- 
tiff with tin? design lo found or Institute 
this action. 

"If such were true, would It be just 
to sav that the statute had been violated? 
We think not. Such possibilities seem to 
biiike It Imperative upon n plaintiff to 
prove that the properly advertised for 
was aetuallv stolen or lost. ' Hub-sect Ion 
(d) must he read together with and not 
separated from Htib-sectlon (a), 

"There will he a non-suit, with costs, to 
be paid bv'the plaintiff to the defendant, 
which I !lx-at $25;"
